INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  numbers  this  year  show  very  little  variation  from  those  for  last  year 
except  in  the  case  of  measles,  where  there  was  a marked  decline. 


SEVA.GE  WORKS 


The  year  marked  the  commencement  of  tho  construction  of  tho  now  sewage 
disposal  works  to  serve  Hathersago,  and  also  a start  was  made  on  tho  design 
of  tho  long  av/aitod  now  sowago  schomo  to  serve  tho  parishes  in  tho  Dorv/ent 
Valloy,  namely,  E^am,  Stonoy  Middleton,  Calvor,  Curbar,  Proggatt,  Baslow 
and  Pilsloy, 

No  othor  largo  works  woro  carried  out,  but  various  short  sections  of 
sower  Yi^ero  either  replaced  or  repaired. 

All  the  existing  plants  vrorkod  roasonably  v/oll  during  tho  year,  although 
several  are  now'  overloadod,  give  poor  final  efluonts,  and  will  have  to  bo 
extended  in  tho  forosooablo  future. 


HOUSING 


During  the  year  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  houses  built  by 
the  Council  - 12  as  against  18  in  1957, 

iill  12  houses  were  built  at  Dradwell,  8 were  old  peoples  flats  and  4 
were  houses,  5 houses  3 flats  iwre  used  for  rohoaBsing  pooplo  out  >f

Private  biiilding  accounted  for  16  houses,  an  increase  of  2 over  last 
yoar,  tho  villago  and  mombors  boing;- 

Stonoy  Middleton  1,  Poolov/  1,  Youlgroavo  2,  Cur  bar  3,  Nether  Padloy  2, 
BasloT/  1,  Hathorsage  1,  Flagg  1,  Great  Longstono  2,  Earl  Storndalo  1, 
and  Grindlofcard  1, 


Tho  improvoments  in  supply  offcctod  by  tho  A.roa  Water  Schomo  woro  evident 
this  yoar,  and  no  shortages  ocurrod  throughout  tho  district. 

Nov/  mains  wore  laid  in  Curbar  to  improve  supplies,  and  in  Hathorsage 
to  provide  water  for  tho  proposed  estate  on  Coggers  Lano, 

Standpipes  v/ore  romovod  in  the  villages  of  Middloton-by-Youlgrcavo, 
Birchovor,  Winster,  Elton  and  Earl  Storndalo,  after  persuading  ov/ners  to 
connoct  tnoir  proportios  to  tho  mains. 

It  is  expected  that  tho  water  supply  scheme  in  tho  village  of  Rowsloy 
will  bo  tcLhon  ovor  by  tho  Council,  and  in  anticipation  of  this,  assistance 
was  gi-von  to  the  present  ov/nor  in  effecting  imiorovomonts.  Tho  properties 
on  Church  Lano  benefited  by  a more  continuous  supply.
